The final events of the year in In- 
tercollegiate sport will take place in 
Toronto this afternoon and evening, 
when the Varsity and McGill gym teams 
meet for 111'- third time. The first 
competition was won hy Varsity in 
liait House gymnasium. Last year the 
llir tram secured a small lead over their 
1 1 to leant sccureda small Irad over their 
opponents in the contest at Central Y. 
M. C. A. in Montreal. In this com- 
petition Ihc captain, Paul Scott, and Hol- 
land secured very high standings. The 
present team is without these men, but 
.Gil do its best to retain the champion- 

fillip. 

Last night the team left for Toronto, 
accompanied hy Coach Finlny. This 
morning they will have an opportunity 
to become acquainted with the more up- 
to-date apparatus in Hart House gym- 
nasium, where the competition will be 
held. The McGill team is formed of 
the live men who obtained the highest 
standing in the apparatus and mat work 
only in the recent Wicksteed Competi- 
tion; and not the highest total in all the 
events, as was erroneously reported 
in yesterday's Daily. The Intercollegi- 
ate competition consists of set and vol- 
untary movements on the high horizontal 
bar, parallel bars, horse and mat, so it 
is not a Wicksteed Competition, as 
commonly supposed- 

The practice held by the team yester- 
day afternoon wound up the longest 
season of training of any sport in col- 
lege. At this practice Mr. l'inlay point- 
ed out -weaknesses which were brhought 
out during the recent competition, laid 
special emphasis on the proper maimer 
of approaching and retreating from the 
apparatus, and stressed the numerous de- 
uils constituting "form" or "polish."

Students in French Will Pro- 
duce 'Chateau Historique' 



The students of the third and fourth 
year in French will perform the annual 
play of the Modern Languages Depart- 
mcnt in the Convocation Hall of the 
Royal Victoria College at 8.15 this 
evening. 

"Chateau Historique," a modern 
French comedy from the able pen of 
Alexandre Bisson, is not unknown 
among the theatre-goers of Montreal, as 
it v, :is performed near the beginning of 
Ihc present season by the Theatre Paris- 
ien troupe at what was formerly the 
New Empire Theatre. At the end of 
January, when the company was about 
in sail lor Pari?, they gave "Chateau 
I listoriipie" as their final performance 
by special request. 

The three acts deal with the ingenious 
ruse of a discontented husband, who 
falls in with the plan of a friend of 
his to secure the return of his romantic 
wife's affections. There, arc the usual 
laughable cases of mistaken identity, 
ind taken all in all, "Chateau Histor- 
ique*' is probably one of the most ambi- 
tious pieces that the French students 
have, attempted to place before the pub 
lie in the last four years. 



REX. WIGGINS WILL 
BE HONORED TODAY 

'Varsity Athletes Recognize 
Act at Harrier Meet 



At nine o'clock this morning. Rex 
Wiggins -will be presented with a gold 
plaque by Mr. Williams, who is rcpre 
senting Varsity at the Alma Mater, on 
behalf of a group of Toronto athletes. 

It will be remembered that at the 
Harrier Run held last fall, Wiggins, 
fcing that one of the Toronto men had 
taken the wrong route, called out to 
him, and wailed until his opponent 
cought up to him. 

As a recognition for this sportsman- 
like act, Varsity has decided to present 
a gold medallion to Wiggins. 



A detailed account of the development 
of the different types of Egyptian tombs 
was given by Professor Currclly, of the 
Ontario Museum of Toronto last even- 
ing. Professor Currclly tir-t explained 
how the idea of preserving their dead 
originated with the ancient Egyptians. 
They believed that a man consisted of 
three essential parts, namely, the spirit, 
the shadow and the body. They held 
the belief that the shadow was in reality 
a part of the man and, thus by preserv- 
ed and thus only one third of the man 
himself was lost. 

From this belief the idea further de- 
veloped of a king- destroying the bodies 
of his predecessors, particularly if they 
were his enemies, so that when he him- 
self died he would not be disturbed by 
them in the under-world. It became ne- 
cessary therefore for each king to pro- 
vide himself with a tomb wherein his 
body might be placed, and to build that 
tomb so that it could not be entered. 

The fir.-t tync of tombs were low, flat 
roofed buildings of stone. An exam- 
ple of this type is the so-called "Step" 
pyramid which is in reality a number of 
these low tombs placed on top of one an- 
other. These tombs were, however, not 
proof against the succeeding kings who 
entered and destroyed all the interior de- 
corations, and the body of the previous 
king also. 

Then the true pyramid was built, but 
was no more successful than the first 
type had been. After this the idea oc- 
curred to some king to build his tombs 
by tunnelling under the rocks which 
mark the division of the desert from the 
fertile country. These, too, were enter- 
ed and devastated, and at length the idea 
occurred to hide the tombs. Thus came, 
into being the valley of the tombs of 
the kings near the ancient city of 
Thebes. In this valley the famous tomb 
of Tutankhamen was recently opened. 

Professor Currelly gave a detailed de- 
scription of the interior of these differ- 
ent kinds of tombs, and bis remarks 
were plentifully illustrated with excel- 
lent lantern slides- 

At the close of the lecture. Dean Laing 
who artrr as chairman, thanked the 
speaker cm behalf of the Archaeological 
Society under whose auspices the lecture 
was given, and also on behalf of the 
many guests who were present. 



Graced by the distinguished patron- 
age of Sir Arthur and Lady Curric, 
Dean the Hon. Justice and Mrs. 
llreenshiclds, Dean and Mrs. Laing. 
Dean and Mis. Adams, Dean and 
Mrs. Armstrong, Dean and Mrs. 
Thornton, and Mr. and Mrs. George 
Curric, the Alma Mater Dance la.-t 
evening proved a fitting climax to a 
season which has been outstanding in 
its number of successful social tunc- 
lions. 

The Union presented a very chang- 
ed appearance, The prosaic plainness 
of the balls and stairs had been trans- 
formed by a skillful use of class iti- 
:iynias, flags, hunting, bright stream- 
ers, and bobbing balloons, while cosy 
chairs added much to the pleasure of 
fascinating tcte-a-tetes. In the ball- 
room and in the lounge room — which 
was also used for dancing — hundreds 
of carefree dancers glided buoyantly 
over the glistening floor, producing a 
kaleidoscopic picture of intermingling 
colour. The orchestras — Adncy's in 
tin; ballroom and Crocker's in the low- 
er hall — seemed to excel themselves 
and good-bumoirrcdly provided encore 
after encore for the overjoyed couples. 
Altogether it was a scene of bewitch- 
ing brilliancy and acstatic gaiety. 

Among the two hundred couples 
wttch comfortably filled the two halls, 
were representatives from sister uni- 
versities while here and tharc could 
be noticed graduates one more enjoy- 
ing the pleasures of a college dance. 
The refreshments were served in two 
sittings and were entirely in keeping 
with the brilliant gaiety of the occa- 
sion.

"The introduction of staff doctors to 
one concern was instrumental in de- 
creasing the lime lost by workers 
through sickness for nine days to eleven 
and a half hours per year," said Dr. W. 
A. Sawyer, at the last of a scries of lec- 
tures given under the auspices oi Mc- 
Gill University- 
Industrial medicine is not very old. 
A health examination of employees was 
first conducted by Dr. Frank Fulton, 
in 1906. In 1909 a similar examination 
was conducted by Dr. Mott. of Chicago, 
and several hidden defects were reveal- 
ed in the employees. 

The three most important things in a 
factory are machines, materials and 
men, and the latter require as much 
care, as the former, if the greatest stan- 
dard of efficiency is to lie attained. The 
worker under the handicap of even a 
minor ailment is practically useless. 

Defective eyesfght of an employer 
cost one concern $5,000. An instrument 
made by this man proved to be inac- 
curate, and had tu lie reconstructed. 

The enlightened condition of paying a 
doctor only as long as he keeps a per- 
son well will only rotne when people 
realize that getting well is much harder 
than keeping in condition. 

Many premature deaths could be pre- 
vented by the periodic examination of 
factory hands, and many insidious dis- 
eases could be sttoppcd from spreading. 
Of three thousand men who recently 
underwent > medical examination, only 
five per cent had no defects. Thirty- 
seven percent had defective, vision, and 
the teeth of twenty-five percent requir- 
ed immediate treatment. If the treat, 
incut given was followed up, the result 
would he four-fold. There would be 
less sickness, a lesser number of prema- 
ture deaths, greater efficiency and a 
higher standard of morality. 

Health examination of employees «m 
be. carried out at the rale of two dol- 
lars per head, and the money thus ex- 
pended will amply repay itself in a \ery 
short time. 

Much has been accomplished by the 
industrial physician, and many inch \vho 
were apparently injured beyond repair, 
have been healed and given employment. 

Industrial medicine, concluded Dr. 
Sawyer, should be cailcd Industrious 
Medicine- '

Two very well thought out and in- 
teresting papers were read by Messrs 
Allan and Puddiconibc, Arts '23, on 
the subject of the "League ui Na- 
tions" tu tlie members 01 the Politi- 
cal Economy Club on Thursday even- 
ing. 

Allan briefly traced the history of 
the previous attempts to form a 
League of Nations and then gave the 
make-up of the League and the func- 
tions ot the various parts of tin- 
League. 

Nations needed, a language and a 
law whereby they should be made 
force. It became the occupation of j 
the minds of learned men what that 
language and law *hould be. Maehi- 
velli i.-, representative of one of the. 
two forms which the answer look. 
Among the other was Crucc, who 
formed a design l'or au international 
council lu determine dispute-, be- 
tween the nations. Sully, the great 
minister of Henry IV (of Navarre), 
incorporated a somewhat similar 
scheme into the mémoires of his own 
life. 11 i> grand design has had not 
only for political philosophers but ,tlso 
lor practical statesmen an appeal that 
does not seem to weaken as the ages 
pass. The principle oi the Balance oi 
Power was next to be seen by which j 
the greater powers prevail and throw- 
out the lesser. The next attempt at 
anything like a League of Nations was 
the Convert of Powers alter Ihc down- 
fall ot Napoleon. 

In 1899 it -was found that the first 
Hague Conference had dune nothing 
.-0 a second Hague Conference met 
accordingly in 1907, which endeavour- 
ed to form a Court of Arbitration tu 
settle international disputes. This 
was again felt after the signing oi the 
peace in 1919 and the minds oi the 
peoples of all countries were predis- 
posed in a new way to seek peace and 
ensure it. 

The ubject of the League of Na- 
tions is to promote international co- 
operation and to achieve international 
peace and security. It is composed 
of an assembly of representatives ui 
all the .nations today except' Ihc United 
States and the Central Powers. The 
Council is a smaller and more central 
organ again of the Assembly. The 
next body is the Secretariat General 
or permanent international Civil Ser- 
vice and lastly the Permanent' Court 
of Justice. 

In conclusion Allan staled that the 
League of Nations is an ideal to be ac- 
complished until all the nations of the 
world arc given representation in it. 
Today it looks as if the League of Na- 
tions was just another attempt at an 
International Utopia which had failed 
as hopelessly as those suggestions of 
Crucc and Sully at the end of the 
sixteenth century. 

Mr. Puddiconibc then dealt with the 
possibility of a workable League of 



Nations and endeavoured to thrcL 
sonic doubts on the possible workitl 
of .-neb a scheme in our present statl 

of human development. 

In hi.- brilliant and instructive paj 
per Pu'ddicoinbc shows that one of tl. 
first questions to be settled is the in^ 
dividual status of each oi the "member 
nations. There seems to be three so- 
lutions to this. First, that each nation 
should have equal reperscntation; next 
it might be suggested that nations 
vou- according tu population. But/ 
the coloured man in such an event 1. 
would have an overpowering majority. f, 
1 lu- third and last means of represen- 
tation is according tu prestige. 

But again the difficulty is almost in- 
surmountable. Here would be what is 
our eretcrion oi prestige.

The lecture room of the Macdonald 
Physics Building was filled to capacity 
last evening at five o'clock, to witness a 
motion picture demonstration of the 
fundamental principles of radio, with 
especial reference to the audion o: 
vacuum tube. 

The pictures were shown in three in- 
stalments. The first was entirely dia- 
grammatical, and was prefaced by the 
remark that radio was not the product of 
a burst oi genius on the p3rt of Signor 
Marconi, but had been brought to its 
present state by the painstaking re- 
search and discoveries oi many scientific 
men. The various actions oi and direc- 
tions taken by waves under different 
circumstances was illustrated, showing 
the waves caused by a disturbance in 
water. It was explained that sound 
waves went through the air and matter 
not on the surface, while light was 
wave motion in the ether. Electro- 
magnetic waves were shown to he oscil- 
lations of a higher frequency, and from a 
different source in the same medium 
The mechanism o; a receiv ing and trans- 
mitting station as then' shown diagram 
maticaily. 

A picture of James Clark Maxwell 
Paj lessor of Physics in Cambridge in 
the last century, was then shown, lie 
first conceived of electrical waves in the 
ether, but did not live to realize them 
This was followed by a picture of Hertz 
the German Professor who discussed 
Hertzian waves, and then a likeness of 
Sir Oliver Lodge, the great English 
scientist, was shown. Edison, the next 
scientist whose picture was shown 
first discovered that electrons arc given 
off from a heated filament. 

Radio waves were show nto be pro 
duccd by the audion or vacuum . 

The principle of cl^atric resonance 
was next demonstrated by means of 
diagramatical representation of the tele 
phone transmitter and receiver. Signer 
Marconi was the man who made pos 
sible commercial radio when he discov 
crcd radio waves after connecting hi 
apparatus with the ground. 

The concluding picture showed the 
transmitting plant of the Toronto Daily 
Star, the largest and most efficient in 
Canada. An orchestra a baritone, 
controlto and an operatic tenor were 
shown broadcasting, also two children 
listening to the bedtime story', then was 
shown the four large 2 kilowatt au' 
dion lubes which made this possible 

At the conclusion of the picture R. J 
Clarke announced that it was througl 
the kindness of Commander Edwards 
and Mr. Fraser of the Western Elce 
trie Company, that the films had been 
shown to the îuiiversity students.

PREJUDICES. 
We naturally assume that most stu- 
dents study some course for the good 
which they can derive from it. and for 
the interest which they have in the par 
ticular subject. The fluctuation in the 
size of the classes in several languages 
at Ohio State University during and 
after the war, however, would tend to 
disprove this assumption. Statistics 
show that the enrollment in German 
classes at that university dropped from 
1.240 before the war, to 61 at the time 
the.

. he Editor, 

McCill Daily, 
Montreal : 
Dear Sir, — In all probability the re- 
ceipt by you at this rime of the year of 
a letter concerning football and prospects 
for the intercollegiate season of 192,? 
will. prove a bit of a surprise. To the 
layman it might seem quite otld to dis- 
cuss football while still very apparently 
in the depth of winter, but to an en- 
thusiast keenly interested in the success 
of his Alma Mater, needless to say in 
every way, but more particularly on the 
gridiron, it is the right and proper time 
to give to the student body some idea, 
even though it may not be very concise 
nor definite, of plans which are being 
. considered lor the following autumn. It 
is but a few wed.-, lie fore the College 
brealcs up for the summer recess, and, 
unless advantage is taken of this short 
period to aspire the undergraduates that 
every effort is being made by those intcr- 
cstcd lo see that there is no recurrence 
of last season's disasters, they will prob- 
ably have the impression during the 
Spumpier holidays that the College will 
again trail along as a laii ruder. 

This is an unhealthy stale of affairs, 
as i: results in the student returning to 
■ college, in the early autumn as a pes- 
simist and potential knocker. Goodness 
know, there bar.: been "enough." which 
might almost be termed "loo many," of 

■ this variety' of "supporter" during the 
past .two years when the championship 
has Ijcen noticeable by ils absence. Whal 
the student should realize is that the 
graduate body and die faculty are righ! 
behind the Football Club, and that it 
only remains now for the students to 
get in line also and the result will be a 
season to which all wil some day look 
back with pride and satisfaction. 

Though the season 1022 bas been re- 
ferred to above as disastrous, this should 
in no way be considered as a reflection 

■ on the players who look pari in ibr 
games and practies. and who put forth 

• every effort to fee that the College was 
well— nd ablv represented. It was more 
due lo a combination of circumstances 
beyond their control, circumstances 
which prevented them from reaching 
^thr. state of football nrrter.tion nowadays 
required in intercollegiJte games. 

Ork of the. most important of ihesc 
was the question of accommodation. Un- 
fortunately, the new field-house at the 
Stadium was not ready in time for the 
opening of the season. This necessi- 
tated using a temporary and thoroughly 
Inadequate quarters in the Union, and 
practising on the lower campus, with a 
thift in the middle of the season to 
lhe uncompleted field-house on the Sta- 
dium grounds. Such a move and at 
such a time was most unfortunate. 

Alio, there was, insufficient tf|uip- 
nent to go around, which meant innum- 
:raWc delays in the practices, to say 
nothing of the general scramble and 
dissatisfaction created every day when 
players turned out for practices and 
found that the equipment they used 



the day before had bt:cu "swiped." 

Though every' effort, had been made 
during the proceeding tf\vc» or three weeks 
•to have graduates tryrn out and assist 
Frank Sltàughnessy vfith the coaching, it 
«as found that apiorctrtly the eligible 
ones were too busy or the time given 
them in which to make a decision was 
too short, for the rcs/.i!ts were not very 
encouraging. For one or even two 
coar&cs to handle sis many as were 
turning out on some; afternoons, one day 
in particular ninety by actual cuum. 
and to make car'ti player feel that he 
was being given si fair chance was al- 
most beyond, the. realms of possibility. 
The immediate remits to be attained 
were to sec trial tin: lirst team was as 
strong as pos.siblc, and paying particular 
attention to the contenders for plac.es 
on this team, naturajly meant that the 
other lesser slights »vcrc practically ig- 
nored- This was most fortunate, as 
the ultimate idea in having football at 
the Cri'Icge is lo sec thai as many play- 
ers as possible are developed, not only 
for the sake of the. intercollegiate games, 
hut as a means of giving them a 
healthy outdoor exercise. The result 
of this lack of attention and assistance 
towards development was that as the 
season progressed Ihe number attend- 
ing practices gradually fell off, until at 
one tine there were barely sufficient to 
login iwo squads, and thus have a prac 
tire scrimmage. The consequence was 
liial towards the end of the season the 
effort towards having a good team i n 
the KootKali field was made by a few 
only. This falling off- «vis possibly due 
also to a lack of suppoil frqm the stu- 
dent body. Il was not found that any 
man wlto had a smattering of or lean- 
ing towards football v.iaii turning out 
voluntarily. Time and again the col- 
lege had lo be combed for .ikclv pros- 
pects, and then Ihesc prospects liad M 
be induced with a great deal of plead- 
ing lo turn out:. If the student body 
gave a proper and enthusiastic support 
the tables would, be turned and not only 
would all the players turn out of their 
own aecord, but there would also be a 
flock of would-be players, who, with 
proper coaching, would in a very short 
time develop no iloubt into a great ac- 
quisition. In the past, support of the 
second and third teams lias been pa- 
thetic. As they arc feeders to the first 
and most important team, their support 
is essential. 

A still further reason for the falling 
off in attendance was no doubt due to 
the fact that the students not in the 
first or second football squads hereto- 
fore felt that if lectures had been missed 
there would have been a resultant loss 
of academic standing. 

The above conditions have been recog- 
nized by the local graduates, who, to 
say the least, feel very deeply regarding 
the destinies of the Football Club. With 
a view to finding some rcmcdv and 
giving their Alma Mater the support on 
the football field which is given by 
graduates of the other important uni- 
versities, a meeting was recently held in 
Montreal of old and recent players, at 
which a five hour discussion took place 
with a view to overcoming obstacles 
which in the past have stood in the way 
of success. 

Considering the difficulties as above 
enumerated, all know that the accom- 
modation for next season will be of the 
best, the field-house now being complet- 
ed and ready for the approaching sea- 
son. New equipment will be available, 
and each player having his own locker 
will be in a position to take part in 
the practice ten or fifteen minutes af- 
ter arrival «t Stadium. Several former 
players of the first team have signified 
their intention of turning out as assist- 
ant coaches. All ihesc assistant coaches 
have been prominent in their day as 
players with a thorough knowledge of 
the game and experience on the field. 
With them on baud every aspirant to a 
position on any of the teams will be 
given every attention and instruction, 
with a view to making him proficient 
: " '!"' &amc. In addition, there will 
be a number of assistant managers, fel- 
lows who arc unable for some reason 
or other to take an active part in the 
practices. These assistant managers will 
be responsible for the "off-field" organi- 
zation, and the most promising arc lo 
be chosen as managers for Ihe various 
teams fur the ensuing years. Several 
conferences have been held with the 
Principal, with a view to receiving the 
hearty support of the faculties.' and 
though at the present moment nothing 
definite ran be announced, the reception 
of the Graduate Committee has been 
most sympathetic, and it is hoped that 
arrangements will eventually be made 
whereby a student will be permitted to 
attend practices without a loss of sUnd 
ing in his class, providing, of course, 
be is willing and anxious lo make up 
for die. lost time in private, study. 

The purpose of this letter is mainly 
to assure the student body that the 
graduates are taking energetic action 
to sec that the season of 1923 is not :'i 
repetition of dial just gone by. It is 
hoped that before the dosing exercises 
some definite announcements may be 
made in your columns with reference to 
matters above discussed.
